We reviewed the security arrangements for the handling of the transcript 
and the question of possible delivery tomorrow for return of the transcript 
to allow a review by the Director. Mr. Reddan outlined the problems 
that had been encountered and the firm control of the transcript that has 
been exercised by the Chairman throughout the hearing, and requested 
that if all possible, the transcript be returned to the' Committee the 
first thing in the morning. During the conversation it was noted that 
some consideration ha- already been given to the question of a possible 
additional appearance " the Director before completion of the Southeast 
Asia portion of the he<: ig. The Committee will be traveling to Southeast 
Asia immediately aft. thanksgiving and on return may be requesting 
another appearance by me Director. From present considerations the 
emphasis at that time will be the situation in areas A, B, and C> of 
South Vietnam.
